Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
contacted applicant to propose amendments to place application in condition for allowance. Examiner notified 
applicant that claim language in claim 95, line 3, "photo-crosslinking results from reacting benzophenone groups on the 
first polymer, is drawn to a product by process and does not indicate the final product resulting from benzophenone 
groups. Amendment was proposed to include claim language of "a first photo-crosslinked polymer, which comprises 
benzophenone groups, wherein the first polymer is cross-linked by the benzophenone groups". Applicant argued that 
the first photo-crosslinked polymer does not actually comprise benzophenone groups in the final product, but comprise 
a benzophenone group that has been modified by reaction with light. Applicant argued that in the reference of 
Boschetti, that upon photoreaction, benzophenone groups from the benzophenone photoinitiator are split as described 
on page 25 of the application and part of the group initiates crosslinking and the rest of the group "dangles" off of the 
polysaccharide chain and are not part of the crosslinking agent. In this case, the polysaccharide of Boschetti 
comprises a benzophenone group that has been reacted. Applicant proposed deleting the limitation requiring 
benzophenone groups and adding a negative limitation to provide a device that has been cross-linked and does not 
require a photo initiator as is required in Boschetti. However, it is noted that such a limitation would require a new 
search and is drawn to a method, which does not reflect the final product. Examiner notified applicant that a structural 
limitation should replace the limitation reciting "photo-crosslinking results from reacting benzophenone groups" in order 
to overcome the prior art.
